U.S. To Put

Orbit in 66

WASH*NGTON (AP)—The 
Space agency disclosed plans Fri- 
day to launch three-man Project 
Apollo space crews by 1966 into 
earth-orbit journeys lasting from 
two weeks to two months. 


Even more ambitiously, a light- 
er-weight version of the same 
Apollo spacecraft somewhat later 
may be sent on a week-long as- 
signment around the moon and 

back. 


But there’s no plan for a man- 
on-the-moon project before 1970. 


ROBOT LAB 


The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration also plans to 
land a truck-mounted robot labo- 
ratory gently on the face of the 
moon, and move it by remote con- 
trol about a 50-mile-radius lunar 
circle, taking moon samples. It 
will be aptly named Project Pros- 
pector. 


All this will be done before an 
American attempts to set foot on 
the moon. Before 1,500 contractors 
attending a two-day series of lec- 
tures on the space agency’s future 
plans, NASA officials confirmed 
and stoutl, defended their deci- 
sion not to attempt manned lunar- 
surface explorations in this dec- 
ade. 


$15 BILLION PROJECT 


Many of the contractors will bid 
for a share in the space programs 
on which NASA said it may, in 
10 years, spend from 12 to 15 bil- 
lion dollars—at a rate of more 
than 1% billion dollars a year. 


This program involves 260 ma- 
jor launchings, including 41 re- 
lating to manned space flight. 


The attention of Dr. Homer J. 
Stewart, NASA program planning 
director, was called to criticism 
voiced recently by the House 
Space Committee. That commit- 
tee said the NASA program 
lacked a sense of urgency in fail- 
ing to provide for putting a man 
on the moon in the current dec- 
ade. 


Stewart said the problem is still 
one of determining what the re- 
quirements are to enable a 
manned craft to go to the moon. 


Stewart said the Pioneer III and 
IV space probes of less than a 
year ago provided the first indica- 
tions that radiation might be a 
serious problem, a fact confirmed 
by Pioneer V.

Watch Shot 
In Storm

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
~America’s astronauts suffered a 
jo'ting setback in the man-in- 
space race with the Soviet Union 
Friday when a giant Atlas mis- 
sile exploded 65 seconds after 
blastoff during a crucial heat re- 
entry test of the Project Mercury 
capsule. 


The seven astronauts, watching 
from an underground bunker. near 
the launching pad, saw the 80-foot 
Atlas take off in a driving rain- 
storm and head down the Atlan- 
tic missile range in what seemed 
like a successful lift-off. 


RADIO CONTACT 


Little more than a minute later, 
radio contact with the huge rocket 
was lost. Almost simultaneously, 
residents a few miles south of the 
cape heard a great roar in the 
skies as the missile disintegrated. 
The explosion, which occurred at 
an altitude of about 25 miles, was 
obscured from the ground by low- 
hanging clouds. 


Navy search ships immediately 
began scouring the fog-cloaked 
waters over an area four to 12 
miles south of the launching pad 
in the hope of recovering rem- 
nants of the multimillion-dollar 
Atlas booster and possibly the 
capsule. 


BOOSTER BLOWS 


Officials of the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration 
said they believed the capsule 
itself was still intact when it 
plunged into the sea, although the 
Atlas booster was blown to bits. 
About 3% minutes of signals were 
received back from the space 
cabin, indicating it floated for a 
brief period before sinking. 


The cause of the failure, which 
may delay the Mercury program 
for weeks, was unknown hours 
aiter the launching. 


Air Force Col. Paul Wignall, a 
top project officer, told newsmen: 
“Something catastrophic — per- 
haps an explosion or structural 
disintegration — occurred which 
terminated the test.” 
EXPLOSION ESTABLISHED 

It was learned later there had 
been an explosion. 

The shot, using the first produc- 
tion-line Mercury capsule, was de- 
signed to subject the man-in-space 
vehicle to severe heating condi- 
tions, more intense than would oc- 
cur in an actual return from 
orbiting the earth.

GOP nominee Richard Nixon was im- 
pressive in his acceptance speech Thurs- 
day night. And in it he gave the Ameri- 
can people an example of the type of 
campaign to expect during the weeks 
ahead. 

That it will be a vigorous, no-holds- 
barred campaign in which the issues and 
personalities will be fully discussed is 
obvious. Sen. Kennedy already has dem- 
onstrated his energy and willingness to 
carry the fight to the voters. Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon has proved a tough, unrelent- 
ing foe in presidential and congressional 
campaigns. 

For the first time in history, too, 
voters will have an opportunity to view 
the candidates in debate. Nixon and Ken- 
nedy have agreed to four joint appear- 
ances on NBC television and to four ad- 
ditional sessions at which they will be 
questioned by newsmen. This will give 
the biggest American audience in history 
the opportunity to see and hear and judge 
the relative merits of the candidates. 


This indeed will be a good thing. A 
vigorous campaign is necessary. Both can- 
didates are young and one will be chosen 
to guide the destiny of this nation and 
of freedom itself. We need to know more 
about them. 

In an editorial yesterday, we said the 
national image of Nixon is still blurred. 
The memory of his early years in public 
office persists in many minds, He was a 
reckless, irresponsible campaigner. As 
the New York Times expressed it in an 
editorial on his nomination: 


.. . We did not like the Richard Nixon 
of 1946 to 1952. We have reservations about 
the Richard Nixon of 1960. But certainly the 
years from 1946 to 1952 do not tell the whole 
story. Whether or not there is a ‘new’ Nixon, 
there is undeniably a Nixon who has studied 
in the school of the nation’s needs and profited 
from the result.” 


His acceptance speech bears this out. 
But his task now becomes one of con- 
vincing the nation of the sincerity of his 
convictions, his dedication to the new 
party program and his devotion to na- 
tional-‘goals. Nominee Kennedy faces the 
same challenge.

Dr. Willis A. Sutton 
Lived His Philosophy 


The monument Dr. Willis A. Sutton 
leaves behind is an impressive one. That 
monument is his life, over 40 years of 
outstanding endeavor in the important 
field of training and molding the young 
and the lives of the men and women who 
learned from him. 

For 22 of those years Dr. Sutton was 
superintendent of Atlanta’s schools. He 
is best known here for that. Gov. Van- 
diver says of him, “He probably influ- 
enced more lives than any other man in 
Georgia history.” 

But his influence was not merely local. 
He served as executive and consultant on 
several national educational organizations. 
He was one of a select group of American 
educators who redrew the blueprint for 
a Democratic Japan’s educational system. 

“People are more important than 
things,” was his favorite philosophy. His 
life proved that he meant it. Atlanta 
misses and reveres him—and marks the 
lesson of his monument well.

Let Public Good Rule 
ICC Merger Decision 


The Atlantic Coast Line and Seaboard 
Air Line railroads have applied to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission for ap- 
proval to merge the two lines. In so do- 
ing they have established a good case for 
themselves, including promise of esti- 
mated savings of 35 million dollars a 
year in operating expenses. 

The savings, the two railroads claim on 
the basis of extensive engineering studies, 
could be accomplished without impair- 
ment of services to shippers through 
elimination of costly duplications and 


wasteful competitive practices. Benefits. 


thus realized, they say, could be passed 
on to shippers and stockholders as well. 

The two railroads duplicate service 
along much of their routes with lines 
running almost parallel between many 
points. Both are feeling the increasing 
squeeze of competition from other car- 
riers. In time they face even more seri- 
ous financial troubles and possible col- 
lapse. Increased efficiency as recom- 
mended by the Smathers committee of 
the U.S. Senate through consolidations 
and elimination of duplications is sought 
in this case. | 

There is opposition. naturally from 


_ other railroads who fear impairment of 


their own competitive positions. But the 


ICC decision in this and all other cases 


should be based upon what best serves 
the public interest. One strong railroad, 
it seems to us, would be better than two 


which are growing progressively weaker. 
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Will Congress Session 


Determine the Winners? 


As the GOP convention concludes, the 
impact of the August session of Congress 
looks more and more decisive. It be- 
comes even more so with the Rockefeller- 
Nixon platform espousing thuch of the 
Democratic program while the party must 
defend the Eisenhower record. 


Both parties are getting set for a maxi- 
mum of politics as stage props for the 
coming campaign. It’s rumored, for “in- 
stance, that President Eisenhower may 
appear before the lawmakers to ask for 
enactment of larger defense appropria- 
tions. But the President reportedly still 
opposes major increases in welfare spend- 
ing and other Democratic measures call- 
ing for greater outlays than he has rec- 
ommended. 


If Sen. Kennedy and Senate Majority 
Leader Johnson are able to push through 
the minimum wage bill, medical aid for 
the aged, federal aid to education, a gen- 
erous housing bill and other big spend- 
ing proposals, the GOP indeed will be on 
the spot. But it will have help, as Sen. 
Talmadge indicated in a speech this 
week, from some Democratic conserva- 
tives. 


Should the President veto what he 
considers excessive spending bills, Nixon 
will have to defend them or break with 
Eisenhower. Whatever happens, the Dem- 
ocrats stand to gain politically. They can 
claim credit for any legislation while 
blaming the Republicans for failures.

Compromise Needed 
At Stone Mountain? 


There has been some debate—and 
confusion—over the Stone Mountain ex- 
pressway. 


Thursday’s public hearing really didn’t 
clear things up very much. 

The argument centers on whether an 
interchange or an overpass or underpass is 
needed to allow the City of Stone Moun- 
tain to continue to attract the trade of 
people living east of where the express- 
way is planned. 

One thing is certain. The new high- 
way and the development of the moun- 
tain as a tourist attraction is going to have 
an effect on the city of Stone Mountain. 
It can be a good one, if the city will let 
it be. If it means accepting some incon- 
veniences in order to realize the greater 
gains, then we think the city should be 
far-sighted enough to accept them. 

The state must not, however, ignore 
legitimate claims made by the city. We 
have conflicting interests here. The con- 
flict may be temporary. DeKalb’s Claude 
Blount says he hopes a compromise can 
be worked out. We hope so, too.

For the 
issue marked the clearest line in the Rockefeller-dictated switch of 
Richard M. Nixon from gradualist to abrupt liberal. Moreover 
Nelson Rockefeller’s threat to tar Nixon in the North with a floor 
fight rested for its bargaining effect on the threat of a civil rights 
TV spectacular staged by New York. | 


So civil rights was kept on the front burner. But defense was 
in the broiler. The swaying defense contest determined whether 
Nixon was to stick with President Eisenhower's moderate policies 
or break away now in the new directions Rockefeller demanded. 
Rockefeller’s demand for acceleration in defense implied that Eisen- 
hower defense needed accelerating. Yet the mutinous platform 
committee, encouraged by Eisenhower’s headquarters to act on its 
own, called for ‘“‘continuing’’ defense policies. 

“Mr. Rockefeller’s language indicates present defense efforts 
have fallen short. We do not concur,” snapped Rep. Melvin Laird of 
Wisconsin, vice chairman of the platform committee, on Monday. 
But Nixon heard the whipcrack of Rockefeller’s. floor fight threat 
and moved. Thus on Tuesday with Rep. Laird in the chair the com- 
mittee changed its mind and decided ‘“‘accelerated’’ development 
of missiles was after all preferable to “continuing.” 

Nixon had kept his word on the terms ordered by Rockefeller and 
made his break with an angered Eisenhower. There was considerable 
heat, therefore, behind Ike’s Wednesday morning comment that Repub- 
lican wisdom lay along the “‘middle road, the broad highway’ and not 
in the “gutter” of extreme left or right. But Eisenhower is going and 
Nixon is coming at a pace and a leftward list that Rockefeller 


forced. 


Again, it would be inaccurate to write off the civil rights debate 
here as a cynical tool for bargaining. It was a serious issue in its 
own right. Rockefeller is a true liberal on rights. Nixon is a more 
active liberal than Eisenhower. Nixon did seem ready to settle 
for the platform committee’s moderate plank until Rockefeller de- 


manded a stronger one. But Nixon, 


in quickly engineering the 


stronger plank, may have changed only his planned pace, not his 
ultimate convictions. Only performance, not a piece of paper, can tell. 

A confused South, flushed and emotional from the civil rights 
pressures of both political conventions, must not lose the main truth 


in these cross currents, however. 


The main truth is that progress toward dignity for all is the 
most powerful and undeniable movement in American domestic poli- 
tics and the South must move with it, at a sensible pace, or be 
crushed to the dust of an old rose pressed in the pages of its past.

Rockefeller’s Now 


Second in Power 


CHICAGO—At first battered and disdained, 
Nelson Rockefeller emerges from this convention 
as the second most powerful figure in the Re- 


publican Party—second only to the presidential nominee himself. You 
can say—and it will be true—that Gov. Rockefeller would have ended 
up as a neglected voice shouting from the sidelines of the Chicago 
stockyards if Richard Nixon had not joined forces with him and put 
their combined ideas on the platform. 


Though Rockefeller was gaining 
a hearing throughout the nation, 
he was losing prestige in his own 
party. 

The swift action of the vice 
president in coming behind the 
14 - point Nixon-Rockefeller pro- 
gram redeemed Rockefeller’s 
prestige. This means that Nixon 
is indispensable to Rockefeller’s 
new status in the Republican 
Party. 

The new Nixon - Rockefeller 
alliance is indispensable to each 
of them.

About Civil Rights

or ‘‘conservative.”’ 


There is nothing “‘liberal’’ about civil rights. 


Civil rights are a matter of decency, common sense and conserva- 
tive respect for our own legal charter. 


Civil rights, indeed, comprise 
a keystone of our foreign policy. 
The latter can never fully suc- 
ceed in its efforts to lead the 
free world unless we grant to 
all our citizens the rights we 
want for others. 


This embarrassing point has 
largely escaped debaters on each 
side of the argument. They all 
accept as a cliche the assump- 
tion that the era of colonialism 
is over. They are properly 
proud of the U.S. record in this 
vital aspect of our policy. For 
we never aspired to overseas 
empire even if, for strategic 
reasons, we except the Panama 
Canal Zone, Okinawa and certain 
small Pacific islands, 

However, we must recognize 
that our colonialism is not in 
foreign lands but in our own. 


_ And if we do not wholly recog- 


mented differently from our own 
but their, political philosophy, we 
hope, is not. Furthermore, the 
political balance in such forums 
as the United Nations shifts in- 
evitably in the direction of the 
population balance. Those new 
countries now receiving their 
coveted independence are not 
“white.” 


Our efforts to lead these lands 
along democracy’s path must, in 
the end, fail unless we discard 
our private prejudices and live 
up to the precepts laid down by 
our ancestors. This is a_ politi- 
cal syllogism from which there 
is no escape. 

This is-not a question of “‘lib- 
eralism”’ or governmental forms. 
It is a question of applying the 
tenets of our nation as they were 
intended to be applied and as we, 
in the name of freedom, would 
have them applied by other na- 


It is time we recognized that 
anticolonialism is indeed noble 
but that anticolonialism begins 
at home.

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Jail Deputy Fired 


In Money Dealings 


McKinney Took $34, Failed 
To Pay Fine, Prisoner Says 


By RICHARD ASHWORTH 


A Negro deputy sheriff under suspension for 
money transactions with a prisoner was fired Fri- 
day by Fulton Sheriff T. Ralph Grimes when ad- 
ditional transactilons by him with another prisoner 


were uncovered. 


Grimes notified Vasker McKin- 
ney, who was under suspension 
for a 7-day period ending Aug. 1, 
that his service is ‘hereby termi- 
nated” at the end of the suspen- 
sion period because of his viola- 
tion of rules enacted for operation 
of the county jail. 


The prisoner, Franklin D. Rob- 
inson, 23, Negro, claimed in sworn 
testimony he gave McKinney $34 
last week to pay a city court fine 
and that the fine hasn't been paid 
and he had not gotten his money 
back. 


Grimes, in a letter to McKinney, 
said the violations were “engag- 
ing in financial transactions” with 
a prisoner and included cashing 
a check for a prisoner, allowing 
a prisoner to have more than $2 
per day in cash at one time and 
not depositing cash over $2 with 
the front desk of the jail. 

Grimes reminded the deputy 
that he was under suspension for 
a “‘transaction of similar charac- 
ter’’ with one D. P.° Price, who 
was allowed to sign a bond for 
another inmate. 


PATTERN ESTABLISHED 


The sher#ff also said a “pattern 
of transactions’ had been estab- 
lished. a condition which is “‘detri- 
mental to the proper discipline of 
the jail.’’ 


The alleged new violations by 
McKinney were disclosed in an in- 
vestigational hearing at the jail 
which began Thursday evening 
and lasted until 1 a.m. Friday. 


Robinson, the prisoner, said in 
sworn testimony at the inquiry 
that McKinney went out and 
picked up three checks for him at 
his request, got him to endorse 
them, and then cashed them for 
him.

He said he kept $3.60 of 
the money, but gave $34 of it back 
to McKinney to pay a city court 
fine for him. 


Robinson was bound over from 
the city on a wife beating charge 
under a $200 bond and on a $100 
bond on a charge of assault on 
an officer. 


He said McKinney was also 
supposed to contact a sister for 
him and get him released on 
bond. He said he gave McKinney 
the money about July 21, and 
wanted to be out of jail by the fol- 
lowing Saturday. But he said he 
did not see McKinney until Sun- 
day and still had not gotten his 
money back.

Judge Edward Brock assessed a @0-day sentence, suspended, 
against Mitchell's wife, Marie Alford Mitchell. 

Detective J. C. Smith said the situation developed this way: 
STABBED IN THROAT 


Mitchell and his wife had been drinking July 9 and an argu- 
ment developed. He said Mitchell struck his wife, knocking her 
down, and she stabbed him in the throat. 


Notified from the hospital that Mitchell had died, Smith booked 
the wife on a murder charge. It later developed that Mitchell was 
alive although Smith said he was told that at one point signs of 
life vanished for four minutes while Mitchell was on the operating 
table. Physicians fanned back the spark of life. 


Escorting the wife to court, Smith asked that the murder 
charge be dismissed. Then he gave her a copy of charges for dis- 
orderly conduct-stabbing. 


“ONLY SUPPORT” 


Mitchell appeared with his wife at the latest hearing. He told 
the court he would be unable to follow his trade as a construction 
worker for several months, that he owed a hospital bill of $300. 


“She's the only support I got,"’ he said.

Marks 83rd Year

One of the great Methodist 
gia celebrated his 83rd birthday Fri 


Dr. Walt Holcomb of Atlanta, former pastor of Atlanta First 
and Decatur First churches, was honored Friday afternoon at the 
Lake Junaluska (N.C.) Summer Assembly of the Methodist Church. 


Known in his youth as the “boy preacher,” Dr. Holcomb 
learned his trade before the turn of the century from Sam Jones, 
at that time the best known evangelist in the South. 


And today, after 66 years in the ministry, Dr. Holcomb is still 


on the evangelism trail, conducting one-day revivals throughout 
the South. 


Dr. Holcomb has seen the world. 


In the 1920s he helped set up Methodist missions in Belgium, 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. 


On July 12, 1936, while Japanese warlords were stabbing at 
the heart of China and making plans for World War II, Dr. Hol- 
comb preached a revival service at Tokyo’s Union Methodist 
Church. 


He conducted a i10<jay revival at Kobe, Japan, during the 
trip and later visited Seoul, Manchukuo, Peiping, Nanking and 
Shanghai. In Korea he worked with followers of Kagawa, inter- 
nationally known religious leader. 


From his Decatur pulpit in the late 1930s, the fiery preacher 
leveled his powerful voice at political corruption in Atlanta’s city 
government. 


And, opening a revival service at Kirkwood Church in 1936, 
he demanded that ‘Christian Atlantans take a militant stand on 
police department reforms and put an end to drunken policemen 
clubbing innocent people, and drunken committeemen white- 
washing their own rascality.”’

Sandra, 14, is a writer for “Our Guardian,” published by the 
inmates of Cherokee County Work Camp, Route 2, Canton. Sandra 
has a gripe, legitimate. 


Sandra says, “We have more and more people going back 
to prison now because society puts them there. ... Men go to 
jail to pay for their debts to society, not knowing society will never 
let them forget their mistakes. Their ‘real’ debt has just begun 
when they get out of prison.” 


Most ex-prisoners “‘want to start over, to begin new lives 
with their families,"’ she says. ‘“They look for new jobs; not just 
easy jobs but jobs where they can make an honest living.”’ But 
no one wants to hire a man with a record. She says they finally 
have to steal to survive. Then back to jail. 


A bill is being prepared—to be presented to the General As- 
sembly—to “‘give prisoners an honorable discharge from prison,” 
she writes. “It will enable them to get better jobs and feel more 
secure when they are released. They pay their debts to society.” 


And then the teenager asks a bitter question. “Why can’t 
society forget they (former criminals) ever made a mistake?” 


There are reasons, Sandra, some are valid, but most are 
based on centuries of prejudice. And prejudice, like dandruff, 
is hard to get rid of.

vamps of calf or silken pumps. 
And shoes, like clothes, are rich- 
er than ever’ in beaded and 
iridescent bows and ornaments. 


As toes have elongated, heels 
have soared for an over-all bal- 
ance of silhouette. The highest 
are rounded or squared where 
heel and body of the shoe meet. 
The stacked heel, after its trial 
for walking, is being shaped 
into all heights. Sometimes 
there is color graduations in 
its layers of wood or leather 
and often in contrast to the 
shoe of kid, suede or reptile. 
Even satin shoes are coming 
with stacked heels. 


JEWELED HEELS 


Heels for evening shoes are 
embroidered at the backs in 
gold, silver, or jewel tones. 
Often heels of silk contrast with 
the color of the shoes and other 
heels are jeweled, sparkled, or 
beaded. 


Some fall styles will look as 
bare as this summer’s open 
look as there are lattice-work 
cutouts on shank or vamp, 
straps extending from bared 
heel to closed toe, and open 
backs with wide straps that 
buckle at the side. 


The boot shape makes news 
appearing in high-heeled styles 
of important evening hours. But 
generally the boot influence will 
be more prominent in casual 
shoes. Demi-boots have below- 
ankle toplines that are cuffed, 
stitched, elasticized or fringed. 
True boots may be ankle high 
or higher, sometimes on stacked 
heels. 


SUMPTUOUS FABRICS 


Much of the shoe news ap- 
pears in sumptuous fabrics and 
texture contrasts. Bright colors 
are greyed, antiqued or browned 
to smokey shades. Brown will 
step forward in the fashion line- 
up in shades from palomino to 
oak in the gold range, from to- 
bacco to date brown in the 
greened or reddened tones. 

Calf often combines with liz- 
ard, silk with leopard, and suede 
with kid. Textures combine 
with furs, too, as lizard with 
river otter, black pony skin 
.with black alligator. Fur may
